Non-traditional 
enrollment up

Statistics show that the num¬ 
ber of older adult students (age 
35+) w ho attended full-time 
days at UMass Lowell as 
undergraduates is slightly 
above the national average and 
projected outcome that was 
done by the U.S. Department 
of Education. National Center 
for Educational Statistics 
(NCES). 

Nation-wide fall enrollments 
for the “non-traditional” adult 
population has steadily risen 
from 1980 to 1995 as the per¬ 
centage increased from 1.5 per¬ 
cent to 4.56 percent. 

For the year of 1995, UMass 
Lowell had shown a figure of 
4.61 percent compared to 
national figure of 4.56 percent. 
In 1997, the national level was 
4.24 percent while UMass 
Lowell had shown an increase 
at 4.98 percent. 

In 1998 the national projec¬ 
tion had shown a drop of 4.07 
percent. UMass Lowell was 
still over the national average. 

The projection for 2009 
shows an estimation of 3.3 per¬ 
cent and the national level 
shows a slight decline in the 
enrollment of the “35 and 
older” full-time students.

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“The Last Lecture” series Vandals flee after damaging Sheehy Hall

“If this were the last lecture 
you would give, what would 
you say?” This is the question 
that has been posed once again 
this semester to three members 
of the UML faculty (represent¬ 
ing different faith traditions) as 
part of “The Last Lecture” 
Series, sponsored by the Multi¬ 
faith Council at UMass Lowell. 
The Lectures are scheduled at 
noon on the third Thursdays of 
September, October, and 
November. (Lunch is provided.) 

On World Gratitude Day, 
Thursday, September 21, 2000, 
Riaz Khan, professor of 
Manufacturing and MIS, opened 
this semester’s series. “I don’t 
even want to think ‘if this were 
my last lecture,’” began 
Professor Khan. “I feel like I 
just started yesterday.” In fact, 
however. Professor Khan has 
been at this university since 
1975. “Nobody gives a lecture 
on the last day,” he continued. 
“If I knew this would be my last 
day, I wouldn’t lecture. It would 
be a heart-to-heart conversation 
with the students about goal ori¬ 
entation and motivation. I 
would tell them, ‘Don’t worry 
about the grade; worry about 
the subject matter. Study hard; 
the grade will come.'” 

He would tell young people 
that a distinction must be made 
between the facts of life and the 
myths of life. “Life is not a bed 
oi ro^, nor | teiL 

Rewards are not always quick 
or obvious, nor are they always 
tangible. Failures and disap¬ 
pointments are a part of life that 
make success and achievement 
more precious.” Professor Khan 
would urge students to “live 
longer than one’s life by con¬ 
tributing to the well-being of 
society and leaving a favorable 
impact on it in whatever small 
way,” adding, “you don’t have 
to be Bill Gates or Einstein.” He 
would also advise students: 
“Don’t go with the flow in 
terms of values and behavior. 
Define yourself. Find out what 
your value system is. If you 
don’t respect yourself and your 
integrity, no one will.” Giving 
the students values - something 
they can’t get from books - is 
important to Professor Khanl’s 
approach as a teacher. “Of 
course,” he said, “I do teach the 
subject.” (In fact, on Tuesday, 
October 3, 2000, Professor 
Khan was the recipient of the 
Department of Management’s 
“2000 Teaching Award”.) 

“Our basic goal,” said 
Professor Khan, “should be the 
fulfillment of our obligations - 
obligations toward oneself, 
toward the Creator, and toward 
one’s fellow humans.” 
Accountability will secure a life 
of dignity and honor in this life 
as well as in the world beyond. 
“Work hard honestly in this 
world as if you will live forever, 
but prepare for the accountabili¬ 
ty as if you are going to leave 
tomorrow.” 

Over three decades ago. 
Professor Khan came to this 
country with $50 in his pocket, 
and with an infant and a wife. 


He came to pursue his educa¬ 
tional interests, which he did 
swiftly and successfully. But his 
real source of satisfaction is that 
he has been able to maintain his 
moral principles and discipline 
as a follower of Islam. He is a 
Muslim first. He has never 
compromised in these areas, nor 
has he felt compelled to do so. 
As co-chair of the Islamic 
Council of New England, 
Professor Khan has for over fif¬ 
teen years been engaged in the 
process of interfaith dialogue.

At approximately 2:30 a.m. 
Sunday morning, two individu¬ 
als were spotted leaving the 
scene of a damaged 
Sheehy/Concordia Hall Security 
desk window. An off-duty RA 
spotted two persons running 
from the scene, after being 
informed by a Domino’s deliv¬ 
ery driver who was in the link at 
the time of the incident. 

When UMass Lowell Police 
Officers arrived on the scene, 
the two individuals were not in 
sight. The only damage to the 
building was to the windowpane 
of the Sheehy/Concordia Hall 
Security Booth. 

The booth was unmanned, as 
all but three security guards 
called out sick for the night. 
South Campus dormitories are 
not as high on the list of neces¬ 
sary security as other dorms on 
the North campus. 

One Sheehy resident said of 
the incident, “The main reason

this event happened was due to was an alleged armed robbery 


the lack of security in the dor¬ 
mitories, especially on south.” 
She continued, “I do not feel 
safe walking from my car to the 
dorms when I know there is a 
security guard, let alone when I 
know there might not be.” 

“Incidents like what happened 
on [Sunday] morning are unfor¬ 
tunately not the worst events the 
UMass Lowell Police have deal 
with,” an unidentified university 
employee said. “Friday night the 
UMass Lowell Police had to 
deal with a brawl on Plymouth 
St., where pepper spray had to 
be used. At the same time there 


on Broadway St., and a medical 
incident in Bourgeois Hall. How 
are they supposed to be in three 
places at once?” 

“When Campus Police do not 
have the manpower necessary to 
cover the campus on nights 
when there is a security officer 
in each dormitory,” a resident of 
Concordia Hall said. She contin¬ 
ued, “It is impossible to assume 
that they have the manpower to 
cover the entire university with 
only three security guards on 
campus.”

Caspers received his B.A. in Art and English from UMass Lowell in 1989, and his 
M.F.A. at SUNY in Buffalo, NY. He has exhibited throughout the U.S., including 
Chicago and Philadelphia, in both solo and group exhibitions. Caspers is represented by 
Film Art, an L.A. based company that provides art (as background) in films and televi¬ 
sion, and has recently signed on with ArtBrokering.com as a featured artist. He currently 
resides in Los Angeles, CA.

Free music or not?

Anyone who does not live in a 
cardboard box that’s buried in a 
cave under a rock has at least 
heard the word “Napster” once 
or twice. Napster is a music file- 
sharing program that allows user 
computers to be turned into 
servers themselves. Anyone who 
is logged onto the site can have 
people download MP3 music 
files from their database. While 
you are downloading “Blue 
Suede Shoes,” Fairydust_2000 
is uploading “Ode to Joy.” 
Napster is an excellent source of 
all types of music. No fee is 
involved; the music is free. 
We’ve been taught since kinder¬ 
garten that sharing is an impor¬ 
tant and positive aspect of life. 
So what is the problem? The 
Recording Industry of America 
(RIAA) is, presently, in the 
process of suing Napster. Why? 

Lars Ulrich of Metallica 
explains: “With each project, we 
go through a grueling creative 
process to achieve music that 
we feel is representative of 
Metallica... we take our craft... 
very seriously. It is therefore 
sickening to know that our art is 
being traded... like a commodi¬ 
ty, rather than the art that it is. 
This is about piracy - a.k.a. tak¬ 


ing something that doesn’t 
belong to you... in effect, traf¬ 
ficking in stolen goods.” 

Did you know that twenty 
years ago VCRs were illegal? 
They were considered a viola¬ 
tion of copyright law. Sony had 
to take the case to the Supreme 
Court to have the ruling 
reversed. Will this be the proba¬ 
ble outcome of the Napster 
case? It is difficult to determine. 
Napster has a tough battle 
ahead. The Federal Government 
never filed legal arguments 
against Sony, as it did with 
Napster. It is rumored that the 
Clinton Administration’s support 
of large music corporations is 
related to the major media 
donors that financially support 
democratic political campaign. 
Hillary Clinton runs for New 
York senator this year and A1 
Gore runs for president. The list 
of donors includes Recording 
Industry Association of America 
President and CEO Hillary 
Rosen, among other bigwig 
entertainment businesses. Is this 
a case of “I’ll rub your back if 
you rub mine?” 

As of today, using Napster is 
not officially illegal. Two weeks 
ago, the RIAA informed police 
that an Oklahoma State 
University student had over one 
thousand MP3 files. Police 
seized the personal computer 
and CD burner of the student. 


An OSU policeman says he 
could be charged with copyright 
infringement felony. Is this stu¬ 
dent a criminal or is he nothing 
more than ignorant of the poli¬ 
tics involved? 

A recent survey found that at 
least sixty-seven colleges and 
universities nationwide have 
banned Napster from campus 
networks. University of 
Massachusetts Lowell is not 
among them. According to 
Robert Menta, 

www.mp3newswire.net, large 
music conglomerates have sent 
threats to colleges and universi¬ 
ties warning them to block 
access to Napster on campus. 
According to the universities 
that have banned Napster, rea¬ 
soning fof their actions are not 
that dramatic. The constant 
downloading and uploading of 
MP3s simply uses up too much 
bandwidth. Bandwidth is a mea¬ 
surement of data transmitted 
over the Internet over a specific 
allotment of time. Consequently, 
computer capacity is being tied 
up, creating speed and connec¬ 
tion problems within campus 
networks. 

Even if Napster is made illegal 
there are many Napster clones 
to take its place. Also, Internet 
connections span worldwide 
offering global competition for 
the replacement of Napster. 


From Off Broadway 
to Boston

Area music theater fans attend¬ 
ing the Boston Rock Opera’s 
production of “Jesus Christ 
Superstar" will be delighted to 
recognize a familiar face among 
the company’s star-studded cast 
this November. UMass Lowell 
student Deborah Emmons, 
senior liberal arts major, will be 
joining the cast as a member of 
the musical’s chorus ensemble. 

An accomplished veteran of 
many productions by UMass 
Lowell’s Off-Broadw*ay Players, 
Ms. Emmons won her part 
through auditions in early 
August at Massachusetts 
College of Art in Boston. Prior 
to “Superstar," she has had parts 
in such diverse musicals as “No, 
No, Nanette," “Damn Yankees," 
and an independent production 
of “Rent. This show’s first 
date, however, will be her pro¬ 
fessional debut. 

Rehearsals for the production 
began on Sept. 16. and will con¬ 
tinue four times weekly until 
the show goes up Nov. 9.

Yes, there has been a devas¬ 
tating account over two decades 
ago where a particular organiza¬ 
tion has made it to the news for 
the death of a “pledge.”

I real¬ 
ly think its gonna make a tangi¬ 
ble contribution to the quality of 
life on this campus.” There is 
no doubt that this project is for 
everyone. Skinner confirms this 
saying, “One of the things we 


are trying to do here is to create 
a culture of involvement in what 
we’re doing.” Another goal is to 
get more students who are not 
athletes to use these facilities. 
Now that all the sports teams 
are on campus the hope is more 
students will become spectators 
at athletic events. Skinner 
added, “I’m hopeful that as we 
go through this phase that stu¬ 
dents become a little more 
involved in what we are doing 
and show up to some of our 
games.” 

From the athletic standpoint 
these field projects put UMASS- 
Lowell on a level playing field 
with the competition. UMASS- 
Lowell has upgraded their fields 
to go along with their upgrade 
in the NCAA Division II confer¬ 
ence. There will be no more 
looking up to other schools 
when it comes to fields and 
facilities. Recruiting will also be 
helped from these new projects. 
Recruits will be able to see 
UMASS-Lowell as a flourishing 
University and want to be part 
of the UMASS-Lowell athletic 
team and the UMASS-Lowell 
community.

LOWELL, MA (Oct. 5, 2000) - 
Senior RB Tyrone Jefferson 
(Rockland, MA/Rockland) 
rushed for a career-high 236 
yards on 25 carries as the 
Stonehill College football team 
defeated UMass Lowell, 13-0, 
Thursday night in an Eastern 
Football Conference (EFC) tilt 
at Cawley Stadium. 

The victory halted an 18-game 
losing streak for the Chieftains, 
who improve to 1-4 overall and 
1-4 in the EFC. Stonehill cele¬ 
brated its last 

victory on Oct. 16, 1998 - a 43- 
18 home win over Assumption. 
The Chieftain’s last road win 


came the week before - Oct. 9, 
1998 ironically, a 12-6 overtime 
victory at UMass Lowell. 

With his output, Jefferson has 
rushed for 2,050 yards for the 
season, 

becoming the third player in 
Chieftain history to eclipse the 
2 ,000-yard mark. 

The loss was the fourth straight 
for UML, which slipped to 1-5 
overall, 1-4 in the EFC. The 
River Hawks have a 16-day 
break until hosting Bryant 
College Saturday, Oct. 21 (1 
p.m.). 

The Chieftains rushed for a 
total of 335 yards on 35 plays, 
opposed to UML’s 212 yards on 
64 plays. Both teams suffered 
from slippery conditions from a 
constant drizzle and combined 
for nine fumbles 
(Stonehill four, UML five). 


Both teams were missing their 
starting quarterbacks. UML

Loss of a Dynasty: Red Sox on the auction block

Friday, Oct 6, 2000, 67 years 
after Tom Yawkey first pur¬ 
chased the team from JA Robert 
Quinn; the Red Sox are once 
again on the auction block. 

The Red Sox, whose fabled 
history includes Cy Young, Ted 
‘Teddy Ballgame” Williams, 
Carl “Yaz” Yastremski, Roger 
Clemens and, most recently, 
Pedro Martinez haven’t won a 
World Series since 1918, two 
years before selling George 
Herman “Babe” Ruth to the 


New York Yankees. The Red 
Sox have the fourth highest 
player salary with the smallest 
ballpark. 

After the death of Tom Yawkey 
in 1978, Jean Yawkey ran the 
team, until her death in 1992. 
When she died she bequeathed 
her estate to a trust, with John 
Harrington as the caretaker. 

As the Red Sox look to the 
future they can no longer hide 
behind that trust if they wish to 
compete as a productive base¬ 
ball team. 

The team has had to run as an 
investment instead of a ball club 
since the Yawkey trust took over 


owner duties. The Yawkey trust 
currently owns 53 percent of the 
Red Sox. Harrington cannot 
operate the team in its best inter¬ 
est and operate the trust in the 
best interest of its beneficiaries 
at the same time. 

“The trust was never designed 
to be a permanent form of own¬ 
ership,” Harrington said. “The 
question has always been when 
and not whether to sell.” 

Harrington said he hoped to 
have a new owner “preferably a 
diehard Red Sox fan from New 
England in place by the start of 
next season.” 

The only reportedly “diehard 


Red Sox fan from New 
England” who is interested in 
purchasing the team is the 
famed horror writer, Steven 
King. However, King’s interest 
has not been formally expressed. 

Boston Red Sox fans have had 
a few heart attacks in the past 
few years and this was only with 
a team that has not won a world 
series in 82 years and counting. 

The new ballpark is on its way. 

The team’s owner is switching. 

The only constant left is the 
record of 82 years.
